AN ACT Relating to the responsibilities of the Washington quality
award council; anmendi ng RCW 43. 06. 335; and naki ng appropri ations.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW43.06.335 and 2004 ¢ 245 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The Washington quality award council shall be organized as a
private, nonprofit corporation, in accordance wth chapter 24.03 RCW
and this section.

(2) The council shall oversee the governor's Wshington state
quality award program  The purpose of the programis to inprove the
overall conpetitiveness of the state's econony by stinulating

Washi ngton state industries, business, and organi zations to bring about
measurabl e success through setting standards of organizationa
excel l ence, encouraging organizational self-assessnent, identifying
successful organizations as role nodels, and providing a valuable
mechani sm for pronoting and strengthening a conmtnment to continuous
quality inprovenent in all sectors of the state's econony. The
governor shall annually present the award to organi zations that inprove
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the quality of their products and services and are noteworthy exanpl es
of high-perform ng work organi zati ons, as determ ned by the council in
consultation wth the governor or appointed representative.

(3) The governor shall appoint a representative to serve on the
board of directors of the council.

(4) The council shall establish a board of exam ners, a recognition
commttee, and such other commttees or subgroups as it deens
appropriate to carry out its responsibilities.

(5) The council may conduct such public information, research,
educati on, and assi stance prograns as it deens appropriate to further
quality inprovenent in organizations operating in the state of
Washi ngt on.

(6) The council shall:

(a) Approve and announce award reci pients;

(b) Approve guidelines to exam ne applicant organi zati ons;

(c) Approve appoi ntnent of board of exam ners; ((and))

(d) Arrange appropriate annual awards and recognition for
reci pients;

(e) Provide training to technical assistance providers from the
departnment of community, trade, and econonm c devel opnent, Washi ngton
manuf acturing service, associate devel opnent organi zations, and ot her

or gani zati ons in conti nuous quality i nprovenent, per f or mance
nmeasurenent, strateqgic planning, and other approaches designed to
reduce operating cost s, i mprove effecti veness, and i ncrease

productivity in businesses receiving assistance; and
(f) Ofer the services of a public sector and a private sector
manager to conduct conferences, performoutreach, provide training, and

deliver technical assistance to organi zations, agenci es, and busi nesses
to allow them to develop and i npl ement quality managenent ,
accountability, and perfornmance systens.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. (1) The sumof two hundred thousand doll ars,
or as nmuch thereof as nay be necessary, is appropriated for the fiscal
year ending June 30, 2008, from the state general fund to the
Washi ngton quality award council for the operation of its quality award
program and t he purposes of this act.

(2) The sum of two hundred thousand dollars, or as nuch thereof as
may be necessary, is appropriated for the fiscal year ending June 30,
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1 2009, from the state general fund to the Washington quality award
2 council for the operation of its quality award program and the purposes
3 of this act.
